Parents,  Teachers  Advised 
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Frenchmen  Guard  Against  Isolation 

France,  a  dwindling  power  in 
the  Big  Three,  has  been  saved 
from  isolation  and  complete  loss 
of  face  by  a  belated  act,  approving 
the  acceptance  of  Germany  into 
the  NATO  alliance_and  the  rearm¬ 
ament  of  Germany  within  this 
group. 

This  approval  has  not  beer, 
achieved  without  a  struggle,  The 
bill  proposing  the  acceptance  of 
Germany  into  the  NATO  alliance 
was  first  rejected  by  the  French 
National  Assembly.  Only  when 
Premier  Mendes-France  made  this 
issue  a  vote  of  confidence  and 
strong  pleas  were  made  to  put  the 
good  of  the  country  ahead  of  the 
party  politics  which  encumber  the 
assembly  was  a  majority  obtained. 

These  bills  are  the  descen¬ 
dants  of  a  long  line  of  bills, 
each  of  which  proposed,  in 
effect,  the  same  measures. 

Each  succeeding  bill  has  con¬ 
tained  more  concessions  to 
the  French  point  of  view  and 
more  safeguards  against  the 
future  might  of  Germany. 


A  settlement  on  the  Saar,  which 
was  to  the  German  point  of  view 
much  in  France's  favor  and  for 
which  Chancellor  Adenauer  has  re¬ 
ceived  severe  criticism,  was  one 
of  the  chief 
cessions. 

Observers 
wont  to  speculate 
on  when  the  Al¬ 
lies  would  lose 
patience  with 
these  French  pol¬ 
iticians.  Sharp, 
severe  criticism 
has  been  leveled 
against  the 
French  Assembly  by  France's  al¬ 
lies.  Threats  were  made,  chief 
among  which  was  rearmament  of 
Germany  without  France. 

The  French  Deputies  have  con¬ 
tinually  looked  into  the  past  and 
have  found  adequate  reasons  for 
rejecting  the  proposals.  They  re¬ 
member  the  Frenchmen  who  died 
in  the  German  invasion.  In  the 
end  it  was  not  the  appeal  of  ac¬ 
quiescence  to  United  States  or 
British  views,  but  the  prospect  of 


France  being  in  a  better  bargain¬ 
ing  position  with  Russia  plus  the 
confidence  vote  which  turned  the 
tide. 

The  reluctance  of  France 
has  cost  her  prestige  and 
power.  More  and  more  the 
thought  of  the  Big  Two,  Unit¬ 
ed  States  and  Britain,  and  not 
the  Big  Three,  is  in  the  West¬ 
ern  mind.  Can  France  be 
trusted  in  the  crucial  mo¬ 
ments?  Can  the  capricious 
nature  of  the  French  National 
Assembly  be  predicted? 

The  final  acceptance  was 
achieved  with  loss  also.  Mendes- 
France  drained  a  part  of  his  polit¬ 
ical  blood  in  the  effort  of  pushing 
the  approval  through.  Whereas  he 
was  not  given  the  rejuvenating 
strength  of  wholehearted  support, 
he  is  still  to  be  blamed  for  the 
German  i-earmament  if  the  French 
voters  are  still  touchy  about  this 
subject  when  the  next  national 
election  comes  around. 

Now  only  11  more  NATO  accep- 
tances  to  go.

Caryl  Chessman,  the  author  of  "Cell  2455  Death 
Row,”  spent  more  than  one-eighth  of  his  life  in  a 
cell  in  San  Quentin  prison  waiting  to  be  executed. 
During  this  time  he  used  every  legal  technique 
known  to  lawyers  in  an  effort  to  free  himself. 

He  taught  himself  to  be  a  lawyer,  to  find  every 
legal  loophole  that  would  enable  him  to  cheat  death.

Hold  Second  Place  With  Slate  Of  4-1 
As  Unbeaten  Central  Heads  Loop  Play

Sweet  revenge  was  gained  here  last  night  as  the  Knights 
squeezed  by  Parsons  in  a  hectic  conference  basketball  tilt  in 
Knights  Gymnasium. 

Losing  only  to  Parson  earlier  in  the  season,  Wartburg 
now  has  a  4-1  IIAC  record  and  is  running  a  close  second  to 
undefeated  Central  in  the  nine  team  conference  race. 


New  life  was  given  Wartburg 
and  other  conference  schools  when 
it  was  revealed  that  Luther,  last 
year’s  champions,  forfeited  two 
wins  because  an  ineligible  player 
was  used  in  the  contests. 

Knights  Hit  Lower  Per  Cent 

Although  winning  by  nine  points, 
85-76,  the  Axmen  hit  only  29  per 
cent  of  their  shots  as  compared 
to  38  for  Parsons.  But  the  Knights, 
grabbing  42  offensive  rebounds, 
threw  up  106  shots  and  hit  on  31 
of  them,  three  more  than  Parsons 
made  on  73  attempts. 

The  Knights  started  slowly  and 
trailed  by  three  with  the  game 
seven  minutes  old.  At  this  point 
Maynard  Midtgaard,  high  scorer 
lor  Wartburg  with  20  points,  en¬ 
tered  the  game  and  dropped  in 
live  quick  buckets  and  sparked 
Wartburg  to  a  42-35  halftime  lead. 
Parsons  Never-Say-Die 

Parsons  never  came  within  six 
.points  of  the  Knights  thereafter, 
although  continually  threatening. 
At  one  time  they  trailed  by  12  as 
Wartburg  showed  superiority  in 
controlling  the  boards.  By  the 
game's  end.  the  Knights  had 
cleaned  off  72  rebounds. 

Wartburg  set  a  new  field  house 
record  last  Tuesday  night,  rallying 
in  the  second  half  for  31  points  in 
less  than  nine  minutes  to  break 
up  a  nip-and-tuck  game  with  Up¬ 
per  Iowa  University  and  go  on  to 
win,  92-75. 

Little  guard  Art  Margheim  hit 
seven  straight  field  goals  to  lead 
the  attack.  Holding  a  slim  44-42 
advantage  at  intermission,  the 
Knights  led  75-60  with  11:8  left 
and  stretched  the  margin  to  22 
points,  89  67,  with  4:30  to  go.
